Of have atl our Romans 
bartered InfalibiUty for Piivatt Judgmem^ thaC 
we fee thefe, P^ffuin^ thus fervilely employed, at 
an Hour fet apart b^ the Church for folemuiung; 



the Glorious Incarnation of the Son of God ?-— — 
\^ell may the Enemies of our Holy Religion 
tax us with Hypocrify and Inconfiftency of Wor- 
ihip, when they fee 16 glaring an Inftancepfour 
Diiregard for the Omnipotent, Commifcrating 
Redeemer of Mankind ; and that too, in the Spi- 
ritual Metropolis of the World, Aid under the 
»Nofe of Cbrsft's Vicegerenj; on Earth. . 

I hope, my de^T Pa fquiit, the Ottoman Armada 
has pot been feen in the Adriatick^ and that 
thou are not carrying Orders for removing the 
immenfe Trcafure of Loretto, to a Place of greater 
Security, for fear of a Vifit from the unhallowed, 
Circumcifed Sons of Mahemet, I (hould think no 
Errant of Icfs Importance could warrant our Su- 
periors in fuch a Breach of this annual Chriftian 
FefHval.

mife to keep the. Secret, and become lefs Inqui- 
fitive for the time to come. Thou haft ialways • 
been a prying, intriguing, jealous-pated, in- 
tricate Animal, who had often impoied on my 
good Nature, and wrefted Secrets from me, under 
the Veils of Friendfliip andold Acquaintance; 
which, in Honour, I ought not to have difcovcr^d, 
nor thou, in Honefty, ought not to have revealed. 
. Thcfe falfe Steps, Marjorio^ have brought. both 
thee and me into great Contempt and Difrepu- 
tation with the Sacred. College ; and, without, 
doubt, have occafioned the littlc^. Confidence re- 
pofcd in us, by thofc impenetrable Sages, iluring 
; ' th* 



ihe late Commotions of Europe. It is true, I was 
ibmetimes employed to carry Inftnidions to fe- 
veral of our Nuncio* s at the jaring Courts, and 
had brought back their Difpatches to the ^r/c^»f ; 
but I knew no more, all the while, of the Con- 
tents of what I fo carefully delivered, than the 
Winds I rid upon, or thee, Marfy^ who had never 
ftirred from off thy Foot-ftool. And what was 
this melancholy Diftruft owing to, think thee^ 
but to the ill tlfe I had formerly made of their 
Confidence, by revealing to thee Secrets which 
thou hadft imprudently ridiculed, and expofed to 
the Vulgar Herd. 

^ence flow all my pfefent Uneafinefs; hence 
comes it, my dear Friend, that I know fo very 
little of Publick Affairs ; nay, hence alfo it comeSj 
that I am ignorant of thefc very Preliminary Ar- 
ticles juft now put into my Hands by the Cardinal 
Secretary for Prince Corfini at Naples : But what 
gives me greateft Pain, is, that I do not know how, 
or by what Means, this fame Peace came to be 
patched up, juft when moft People thought the 
Continuance of the War unavoidable. My Anxie- 
ty ftill encreafes, when I confider that I had not 
been able to ferret out even the Genuine Motives 
of a War that had inflamed above two Thirds of 
Europe. Thefe dreadful Calamities, my dear 
Friend, hang heavy upon me ; for thou knoweft 
I fubfift by Scandal and Intelligence, — — — I am 
loft without the toothibme Food. 

I am forry, my little Mercurial Friend,* 
to fee the fo out of Humour with thy felf and 
me, for thy Ignorance of what paffed fince, and 
fome little time before the breaking out of the 
late War : And though I am riot a little jpleafid 
to fee thee, who had always valued thy lelf for

ration of thy former Services and Fricndfhip 
for nie> I ptomific to quiet thy Mind> and lee 
thee into all the Secrets that relate to the Begin- 
ing, Prpgrcfs, and Ending of the late War : For 
I ivoiild have thee, my Polkical Cduricr, to know, 
that I have my Agents at all the Gourts of £»- 
tipe, who mform me of the tnoft Minute Tranf-* 
aiftions of the Cabinet, evzn that of the Princes 
differing from our Pontiff in Comihunion^ 

In vain dothefeSons o£ Luther and Caht^ think 
,to carry on Sdiemcs, br pretend to keep Secrets 
from me, though I never ftir from this awful 
Situatfion : My Emifliaries are every wnere ; and 
tihey are fuppie, ftjbtile Creatures, who penetrate 
into Anions the mttt Sect^ and Myfteiious, with- 
out being known or percclvjed. I am amjriy in*- 
fonlied this Month of the Tranfaftipns of the laflr 
^11 over Europe, arid fo cVery alternate Month the 
whole Year round. Count Ofiemtan, whither ar 
St. Petershrg ovMuJco^ neither fends rior receive* 
JKfpatdres lam not made licquain ted with; nor does 
he hold a Cabinet Council I do not know the 
Refuk t)£ I am ciqUaHy Maftcr of l^rhat Prince 
^Eu^nt ind Count Zmz^endorf xnh&& ^tVienntt^ 
iMxen^UYg^ or ha Favorita. Count Horn at Stock-' 
holm, does |iot make a fingle Propofal to his new 
^^w^* Mafter (and many he has made to him of 
lajc Years) for encreafing his Power, and coui*- 
tailinjg that of bis Subje&s^ but I am informed of 
in three W^ekstime* i am, in le£s than a Fort- 
night, acquainted with what paffesbettVeen '' ^ ^ ' * 
JBw*, and his Pruffiau Ma jelly, whither the Con- 
verfation turns upon Method? for fecuritig the 
Revfcrfion of yuliers and Bergs, the annexing two- 
neighbouring Durchies to the Brandenbpg Domi- 
nions, or to segmenting the Numbed of the terribly 
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pacificlr tall Grenadiers. My Informations from 

M r, generally arrive as foon as thofe from 

Berfy. I know to a Guinea^ an4 often to a 
Crown Mecc, the amount of the Sums that come 
by Bill of Exchange, and bjr the Dutch Traders 
fron^ L to the Caftle of H—^-'^r; and 

the cautionary Order's from Baron Hartof to the 
Regency, are no more Secrets to me, than to 
the Writer or Receivers of them. 

My Advices from Holland come to me with ^ 
greater Expedition ; for iq ten days I am made 
acquainted with the Schemc^s^ and deep laid De- 
fignis of the O *g e Fadion, and with thia 

Jealoufies and Counter- Schemes of the Republicans 
^ia Power. In the fame Number of Days, I am 
^ually informed of the fecret CaMs of a cer- 
tain awkward, heavy, flovenly, but afluming 
E^uiUhrifi^ in favmir of a Stadtholder, and of 
his publick PrrfeQitm for fupporting the prefent 
Form of Government againft the open and fecret 
Enenaies of the States. Ihave been made acquaint^ 
ed, in eight Days, with the Purport of that fame 
half-iledged P<?/r/ic/^Vfanguine and hoftile Puhlick 
Memmals, and of his repeated. Afliirances in Pri- 
vate, that what he had done, was purely inObp- 
dicncc to his Pacifick Brother, who wanted to be 
thought a mettled brisk FeUpw upon his o\^ 
Dunghit 

My Advices from a neighbouring Kjngdorti,' 
have not, indeed, been with equal Celerity i but 
this was more owing to her infular Situation, 
than to the fupinefs of piy Corrcfpondents, who, 
thank my Stars, are as regular as they are nu- 
merous. For thou muft know, my dear Pafquik, 
that the Inhabitants of that IJiand are all Politi- 
icianSjj or at leaft think themfelves fo, which is 
pritty near the iame thing, as to S^ffconteot : 
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Nay they conceit themfelves to be all Free too ; 
but aUs, their Politicks arc as Immature as their 
Freedom is Chimerical. However, the Political 
Itch they have upon them, and the Ideal Freedom 
they enjoy, have been of fingular Ufe to mc in 
my Political Re-fearchcs : For though my Intel- . 
liecnce from -that Quarter, has been, for the 
nfoft Part, fluffed with Abfurdity arid Inconfiften- 
cv yet, as my Experience in Bufinefs has been ' 
extraordinary, I have readily fifted the Grain 
from the Chaff very much to my own Satisfeftion, 
and the Emolument of the bufy World. 

Whis Pf^efiem Cabinet has furniftied me y/iOi 
more Variety, fince the Memorable Miffiffipi Year, 
than almoft aU the other Cabinets of Eurofe put 
together; for the prime DireSior there, having 
taken it into his Noddle, that he was aconfum- 
mate Statcfman, was' willing, by a general con- 
tinued Negotiation, to oblige the World to thmk 
him fo too. He thought, no doubt, to ape the 
famous Richelieu, who recommends conftant Ncgo- 
ciation : But alas, the puny, modern Copyifi, defti- 
tute of the Judgment and Sagacity of the Great 
Original, funk in the Fori the other had waded 
over with Honour to himfelf, and Advantage to 
his Country. Thou and I, Pafjuin, remember 
the Imputations of Weaknefs .and PufiUanimity 
louis XIII. lay under, for fuffering himfelf to 
be governed by Richelieu ; but for my Part, I was 
then, as I am ftill, of Opinion he was the wifeft 
i>rince of his time. His Wifdom was not only 
manifeft in his Choice of a Minifter, but m his 
Continuance of him after' he had experienced his 
Integrity and Superior Abilities. Had the moft 
Chriftian Monarch, indeed, like fome Mers, 
known to thee, Pafyuia, and to me, found him- 
felf finlting in the Efteem of all his Neightours 
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iiid in. the Affcftions of his niotk fMhhl Suijeffr^ 
from the Influence of his Minifler^ and continued 
his Profc&lon to him ; I fay, had this been Louis's 
Cafe, I ftiould ha?e joined in the Cry againft him, 
and dubbM him a weak and bbftinate King. ■ ■ 
But whither am I launching, I ftioiild remember 
that the Living often take Offencq at Encomiums 
beftowed on the Dead, and that Crowned Heads 
look upon Parallel- Makers with jealous Eyes. 

I perceive thy Impatience,' Pafquin^ to acquit 
thy felf of the Truft re j)ofed in ^thee. Go then, , 
and be fure to behave thy felf with the moft cau-? 
tious Impartiality at the Court of Naples; for 
new Kings, and thofe enjoying Crowns in virtue 
of popular and precarious Tenures, are generally 
fevere, jealous, and fufpicious. They are uncafy 
to themfelves, and not lefs fo to their Subjefts.' 
The Mafs of the People arc prone to change and 
love Variety; but they are foon brought to a 
Senfe of their Interefl and Miftake, when a new 
King liftensto the pernicious Council of thofe about 
him, who advifc him rather to found his Safety 
in Powevy than i;i the Affeftions of thfe Multitude. 
Our old Friend Machiavel, and the reft of his 
over-refined Brethren, have been too warm in 
their Recommendation of the Ufe of Force in 
Governtpent ; but Experience has given them the 
Lye, and may convince Princes, that the Affeftions 
of the Subjeft are better Securities than Axes, 
Gibbets, Gallies, Prifons, National Debts, Armies 
or Fleets.'-*—— 

Be wife, Pafquin, and chatter not of the Vir- 
tues of the late PoflfefTor of the Sicilian Throne. 
Panygerick on a late Occupier, is Poifon to the 
Ear of an afliual Poffeffor. Be prudenti I fay, 
my little aftive Friend, raife thy felf no Enemies 
by being Satyrical or the prefent Reign, or lavifli 
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of thy Encomiums ^n the late ; thty trt ^uflQ; 
idangeroujs. ConHde noc 'm any Frien^fbip thou 
ini|5^t;eft have formerly ooAtrt^ed with ihofc ia 
JP<Mier at the prefcnt NeopcUtan Court. They 
will deceive thee ; for they ilipport themfelve^ by 
carrying Xale$> and by giving an ill Imprcffioo tQ 
the Prince of his moft faithful Swbjeftf. They 
fubfift by IiAl(hoo4^ iogrols Power ^nd r^ 
£ftate$, by keeping their Mafter in fatal I^or . 
^TjEince and Miftake: He, ia4eed, is young and 
pnexperienoed, and fo far is to be pitied $ buc 
there arc Princes^ my dear PafquiUy from whofc 
Years and E^^per^ence, one might escpeA Solidity 
gild good Senfe, «hofu$er tbemfelves to be hooa- 
i^iinked^ and led by the mail, abandoned of Men# 
Their Fal^, whenever it happens^ will be as unr 
pitie4 by the Wife and Virtuous, as thpir Perforis 
^re now defpifed and ooEUtemned. Power' and 
JFor<:e may preferve them for a Time, precarious 
Cpmfprc ! But certain Ruin muft inevitably be 
the Lotf of thofc who lofe the Hearts of their . 
People, which never fails to happen from tho 
Continuance of ccerfive Meafurcs. 

J have known, in my time, many of thofe de- 
luded Princes, who pinned their Safety to the 
Sleeves of a fnaall Parry, formed for. his own 
immediate Safety, by a Bold ^nd Power-grafping 
V^r-Agent I but I have always obfcrved, they . 
were as unfortunnte as they were weak and nn- 
wife« And I havei obferved alfo) that for the 
moft part. Avarice^ that Root of all Evil, was 
the Magnet whidi drew aJl their Calamities upon 
them. This Paflipn, pf all thofe JHuman Nature 
is liable to, is never fatiated. It grows up with 
|4a|i as he advanced into Years, and blo0bms in 
old Age, when all his other PaiSons fubfide and 
wither, Cruel Companion,* which 'in^rolfes the 
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Soul moft^ when the Cafe is leaft capable of re- 
lifhiag the Eojoymencs pf Life ! xhif inqfite, 
iipperccptiye Tynmt) Pafqum, makes great Ha-' 
ypcli: m private Life ; biit he lays all wafte^ and 
Ravages without Mercy when he is feized o( 
0nr(mes. A covettious Kii^ is the greateft Naticmal 
Curfi in the Store of Heaven ; he does not onlf 

Blunder bimfelfi but^otefis the Plunderers of hif 
'eople J he chufes hi^Tavourites from amongft the 
Corrupt and Vicious^ and they rife or unk 14 
hi3 Efteem^ in l^roportion tp their Skill in Beecinj^ 
the Putlici^ ai^d A^duity in filling his Cofers, 
His Councils an4 his Senates meet but to gra« 
tify his Minion Pajjion ; bis Treari^s an4 Alliance^ 
are calculated to giyis Colour for Offr^on^ and 
his Truces are as burthcnfome to his SubjedSj a« 
the Wgrs of his Pred^efTors. All his thoughts^ 
iall his A&ions tend to the Accupiulation of Wealth, 
and though he himfelf be thtf greateft Oecommifi 
in his Dominions^ be encourages Profiifion and 
Luxury in others, ior the Advancement of his 
R^ewest or for Purpofes leis Juftifiable. 

But. I fliould remembert my good Pafquiu^ that

No, no, I am an 
Enemy to Reftraint ; Freedom is my Birth-right ; 
i have enjoyed it foi* many Centuries in ipitc 
of the Inquifition ; I prcferved it during the Pon- 
tificate ot Sixtus V- himfelf, and I am refolved 
not to part with it whilft the leaft Traces of the 
Chefil remain on my furrow'd Forehead, Li- 
berty, my dear Marforio^ is the greateft Bleiling 
Heaven can beftow ; (he was given Man for a 
Completion of his Terreftial Happinefs, and is it 
not amazing he (hould part with the glorious 
Blifs, for the Geugaws and Smiles of the, Ambi- 
tious ! How divinely bright, my old Friend, did 
this lovely Goddefs (hine here in the Infancy of 
this Auguft Place of our Birth i how received 
and adored was (he, before curfed Ambition, 
Craft, and Intrigue drove her to the bleak Re- ' 
gions of the North and Weft 1 — You, my dear 
Marforio, and my felf, have been, for Ages, the 
only Harbingers of.the Divinity in Rome, thanks 
be to the Envy and Malice of the abjeft Slaves 
around us. 

Marf. Alas, my good Pafjuin, the Freedom 
we enjoy deferves not the Name of Liberty ; 
we harbour not the Deity but by ftealth and in 
the Dark ,• we are not permitted to entertain 
her by the Light of the Sun, nor to treat her 
%vithout Reftraint. We are narrowly obferved by 
the Officers of the Holy Office on one Hand, and 
by the Civil Magiftrate on the other ; our Com- 
|}lairtt$ muft be in the General; the Liberty of 
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'arraigning Particulars, or pointing but the Vice* 
and Crimes of Individuals is not al/owed us. 
We are obliged to deal in Fable and Alltjfion only, 
and even thcfe are often ftrained, tortured, and 
conftrucd to our Deftfudion, byfomc vcnaJ;ab- 
je& Slave cloathed in Furr^ deeply skilled in thp 
X)odrine of Jnuendo. If we fpeak to be under- 
ftood, we are torn to Pieces by the Harpies of 
Lawlefs Power i and if we veil our* Thoughts 
with Allegory, the grofs of the People fee noc 
our Meaning till their Properties are invaded, 
and their Freedom be loft beyond Refourcc. 
Talk not then, my old Acquaintance, of Liber- 
ty in Rome j Ihe has no Manfion here i that Li- 
berty you fo much brag of, that Phamome you 
and I enjoy, is but the Shadow of the Goddefs. 
I do agree, Pafjuift, that Liberty took Her flight 
to the North and Weft after flie quitted Italy ; 
but alas ! Her Stay in thofc boiftrous Climates 
was not of long duration. Folly, Craft, and 
feU Ambition, forced her beyond the Line, to 
fome barren Soil not worth the Care or Con- 
tenfion of the Proud and Vicious. The fair 
Nymph had a Temple erefied to her in Hungary, 
and another in Bohemia, but Ambition, my Friend, 
had long fince drove her tfaence. She was for 
fome time J^lfo, revered in Germany, but thierc 
remain no Footfteps of the Deity there at pre- 
fent.

As (be bacj al^ 
wa^s delighted moft tp breathe the freer Air of 
C^minoawealth% one would thinly flie might be 
be iqund in that of HoUaid{ but I iflTure thee, 
my dear P^fjui^, the real Goddefs is lopg fince 
$owp from thence, and left only a falfe £>Mfi&n 
behind her^ i|^ttired in h^r refulgeqt Robes. The 
Grafs qf the Duuh^ like fhe Multitude at Vimce^ 
are Siairc^, abjed Slaves, with this Difference, 
tjiat here the Tyrants are Hereditary, and there 
they are durante vita only. Would you believe 
it Pujtptin^ that there arc at this very time, a 
fery few iA HoBand^ nor above fix in Number, 
who gpyeyn as abfolutely all the Seven Provinces, 
. as ever Jjms XIV. did the KiAgdom of France. 
JBelieve me there are; the Condu^ of the StaM 
Airing the late War, confirms to aDemonftra- 
lion, |dia? I have faid concerning the Power and 
Influence of thefe few. Wars and Confufions 
naturally route the Multitude to an exertion of 
their Freedom,- the War of l6^^^ ftripped the 
De Witts of their Influence and their Lives into 
the Bargain.

that two Members of tfte StKnd (Megs had q«it^ 
banifted the Goddeis firom the Firft, towards die 
Beginning d the laf^ Century ; and as to' ths 
two more JbMr^im^^ KingdomSy where the liKjmfr^ 
Hon continues its prifiin Force and Vigour^ jpqH 
Itnow too mnch of that awful Judicature, to ex- 
ped diat fair Liberty ihoutd be worflupped wtthi- 
in the Extent of its Jurifdiftion. 

Pafq. Art thou tired already M^rjwU^ of fol* 
lowing the Goddefi frpm Region to Region in 
vain ; if thou urt fo foon out of Breath, tfaiMi 
wilt never be able to perform thy ^romrfe to md 
concertoing the Origih> Progrefs, and Exit of 
the late War. I am much afraid) my anttqntt 
Neighbour, thy Memory fails thee^ as much, ot 
more, than thy Lungs; ioft what elfe, but tl» 
want of Memory or Malice, could have induced 
thee to beat up for the Milk-white Hind everjr 
whem bu'k juft where thou wert morally fure to 
find her.

No, rty dear P/?/j«i», Servitude is ftitl Ser- 
vitude,, whether it be dealt put by one of many 
Hands ; it i^ not onevvhit the more patatable for 
being cooked* up. by the concurrent AfTent of 
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mawj ; I (hould rather chinkic lefs loathlbme wlien it 
is ferved HP by fingle than by a complicated Power^ 
becaufe the probability of its Duration, under the 
Direftion ot fingle Tyran^yj is not fo ftrong as 
wheii it is countenanced and fupported by a Pat- 
fioned Herd. The> Multitude become much fooner 
jealous of the Attempts of an Individual than o£ 
the more. fpecious Attacks of Numbers^ particu- 
larly when thefe laft have the Art to jgild over 
their Defigns with Patriotifm and publick Good, 
in which they feldom are wanting. — Doeft thou 
think, Pafquiny the old Romans, debafed as they 
were, would have fo tamely and fo long bore the 
Weight of Sejanus^s Yoke, if their fuppofed Guar- 
dians, the Senate, had not authorized all the Ads 
of his Power. Not at all, my dear Fri«nd, the 
Continuance of his Influence and Wickednefs was 
folely owing to thatirigraftfd Veneration which 
our Anceftors bore to every thing that had Sena- 
torial SapBiott. They vainly imagined, for a 
while, thofe Overfeers of their Liberties not to have 
been fiifceptable of Corruption, nor capable of 
betraying the Confidence repofed in them. They 
were weak enough to imagine, thefe PiOars oi 
their Freedom would not have put up the Liberties 
of the Community, with which their own and that 
of Pofterity. were blended, to publick Sale ; they 
could not be pcrfuaded, that the venerable Fathers

Let our Endeavours be to combat Religious Cor- 
ruption here at home, and prevent the Fiend from 
feizing iipon the Vatican ; as for, the Sons and 
DaughtersoftheiVbr^Aandi^^^,lctthem barter their 
precious 5«p^/x away for C/^/i/i forget their own 
virtuous !4i/c^oi'x,,^nd difregard Po/?mO' as -much 
as they pleafe ; It matters not-, old Pafquin. — -^ 
Prepare thy it\i MurforiOy to fatisfy the* further- 
♦ Curiofity of -they old Acquaintance in relation to 
the late War ; I (hall lend thee my Ear as foon as 
the fobleCurtains of to-morrow's Night are drawn 
between Mortal Eyes and the bright Rays of the 
God of Day •—Adieu old Block, Adieu.

To remedy this Evil, the Amatons of the North 
earricftly' befought the Aid of a great Lady in the

But I will fay, that King M/iHiarns natural Aver- 
fion to the Perfon of Louis, XIV. was the Founda- 
tion and Support ofthe two great Alliances formed 
againftFr^w^yin i68p and 1701. For though the 
War of 1702 had been carried on by U/iBiam s Sue- 
ceffor, it is certain, the Bafis of it had been laid 
by Him. , 

King WiDiamy though born a Subjeft, had a 
Soul ambitious and fitted for Empires and great 
Afiions ; War was his Delight, and the Attempts 
of Uuis XIV, upon his native Country^ furnifhed 
liim with Opportunities of gratifying his Favourite 
Paflion. His Thirft of Martial Glory continued 
upon him after the Confufions of his Country 
ceafed, which the wifer Part of his Countrymen 
perceiving, they projefted a Method of gratify- 
ing him without much Expence to his Parent Soil. 
The Diftraftions which Liberty had wrought in 
Britain^ about that time, paved the Way, and 
gave the Dutch an Opportunity of fhifting the 
Burthen from themfelves, and faddling it upon 
their Neighbours, Thefe laft received the J5^//- 
very with open Arms, and willingly embraced the 
Alternatives of Wars, Want, Taxes, and lofs of 
Trade, for Peace and Plenty i imagining, without 
Doubt, to have precious Freedom thrown into the 
Bargain, as an equivalent. But, mv Pafquin^ here 
the 5mom were * ♦*♦*****• 

Well, the Dutch had parted with their Martial 
SuhjeB I the Britons had Poffeffion of him and of 
the Liberty imported along with him, and ever 
fince.took iiito their Heads to lead France aweary 
Life. It fell oqt, however, that their Enmity to 
France proved of fingular Advantage to her ; for 
this new Monarch was conftantly as unfuccefsful in 
the Field, as he'was outtiritted in the Cabinet. His, 
C 4 Engagements 
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Engagements with the Fy^wcA Forces in theWa3:$ 
of l6^2 and 16 89, confirm the one, and thip Treaty 
of Partition proves the other tok Demonftration. 
But what fignify, my good old Friendy Lpfles iand 
National Difadvantages, when ' a People think, 
they enf joy fair Iii^rAy in Exchange; the Bicffing 
caimot be purchafed at too dear a Rate. 

The Britofis were taught the Art of War ; they 
were irifpired with Love of Danger, wit)i Negfeft. 
of Induftry* and with the fame Averfipn to Ltniis 
XIV. with which their great Leader was born. 
They gave into all the Views of their Prince, and* 
moft willingly facirificed their, Lives and Fortunes^ 
in the Maintenance of the Freedom he had refciied, 
and to curb their GaSick Enemy. LouiSy though 
fecondcd by Fortune, in his Encounters with this 
Nation of Heroes ^ yet as he found them bent upon, 
his Downfal, and determined to hazard their -rf^ 
in their Attempt, he tvifely gave them a Trucey for 
a Peace it cannot be called, that they might have 
the greater Leifure to enter into themfelves, and 
cbqlly diftinguifli between their real and imaginary 
bitereji' For, whatever Views Louis had on the Do- 
minions of fome of his Neighbours on the Conti- 
nent, he had none to the immediate Difadvantage 
of Britain : He had real good Wifties for her Sons,: 
and however greatly difgufied he had been at her 
Monarch, for his avowed Averfion to him, y^t he 
had no Intention of ch^fti^ing. the People any far-,^ 
tber than prudential Self-fecurity required it. 
But the Blood of-BriV.^/;/ had been artfully put into 
a Ferment, and there was no perfuading her Heroes 
that the Truce or Peace of Ryfwick had been founded 
on the Couftefy and good Nature of their French 
Neighbour. 

Lm/faw with Regret, the growing Inveteracy. 
of xhde IflanderSy and was willing to Arm himfelf , 

, agtinft 
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gainlt the Fury of a , People that pi^niedi for aiji 
pportunity ot falling qpoi^. his Skirts. He forer 
fiw that a i^ation rather grown defp<;rate, than 
. \vife by Expe^rienqc, wpi^d fppnii every Ragg erf 
their WcaltK^ to, put hini down ; ther?f9i:c, pi^Ur: 
dently fet about ftrcngthnipg himfelf againftthe 
Day of Dapger. And as Treafur^ was. like to 
b^ his beft $upport, againft the Attacks of a Pepple 
grown wantQn with th'^ 31eflings; of Wealth and 
Peace, for the War of f 689 had not quite 
emptied theii; Purfes, he refolved to. make him- 
feli Mafter of the Mines of Mwco zt\d Peru, 
He had), indeed, the beft; Right to the^n of any 
Man living,, after the Death of thePxince. in 
Pofleffion,. who happened, about that tim^, to be 
in a very declinijDjg St^teof Health. But being 
fenfible that hif l^tle, juft as it wasj would meet 
with Univcrfai OpppfitiQij, he. refolved, if ppfSble, 
to compafs that by Art and Stratagem, which it 
would be Difficult to attain by open Force and 
Violence. 

It muft be owned, Pafquin, that Louis was a 
great Adept in the Art of Diilimulation, and that 
no Man' of hiS; Time, knew better than himfelfj 
how to make Court ik to the Pallions of his Co-* 
temporaries. The Britons, were to be laid afleep, 
before he could think of putting his great Defign 
in Execution ; but how to bring the Lethargy 
upon a bold, watchful, jealous, revengeful People,; 
w^s the Difficulty. A Lucky Incident, however, 
foon removed the Intricacies Louis had formed toi 
himfel£ It was this: 

, A Dutchman^ in the higheft Favour with King 
WiOiam^ was honoured with an Embaify to ir/iwce 
on the Conclufion of the Treaty of Ryjwick. His 
Indulgent Mailer's Coffers were open, to this M- 
nion, and his Appearance at the French Court was 

as 



as Ipleridid and funiptuous, as his Mafter wai 
kind and liberal to him. Louis, v/ho was no Stran- 
ger to the HoBanders Afcendant over tis Matter, 
(hewed him uncommon Honotirs, and played fo 
cffeftually upon his Paffions, that he foon moulded 
him to his Intereft. Here were the firA Stones 
of the famous Partition Treaty laid in Golden Sand. 
The Tinfel Fabrick was foon after brought to 
Perfeftion with the Concurrence of a few Britons 
only, that probably had hccn. PraSiiced upon 
by LouiSy ' as the carclfed Ambalfador had been at 
VerfaiBes before. 

It was ftipulated, that the Treaty fbould be 
a Secret till after the Deceafe of Charles II. of 
^ain; but Secrefy would not anfwer the Ptirpofes 
of the French Court. It was no fooner ratified 
than it was produced to the languilhing Monarch, 
%vho, enraged, that thofe he had taken into his 
Bofomey had taken upon them to fever and difpofe 
of hisEftate wfthout his Privity and Confent, de- 
termined to bequeath his Monarchy , whole and 
intire, to his next of KixL 

King ff^Biam, confcious of his Miftake, moves 
Heaven and Earth to be Revenged of Zouis, who ^ 
in reallity, merited his Refcntmcnt much lefe than 
his own Dutch Favourite who had led him into the 
Snare ; and yet this Minion was untouched, and 
as much a Favourite after as before.' This (hews 
thee, my Pafquin, that Princes have their Fciiies 
as well as other Men. The Blodd of Britain is 
now to be.fpilr, her Treafures to be exhaufted, 
and her Induftry to be deprelTedi to reftify^ 
Miftakes owing to the Influence^ and not unlikely, 
to the Corruption of one Favourite Minijier. But 
fuch h^s been her Fate more than once. 

Upon the Demife of Charles II. a Grandchild of 
Frar*ce took Pofleffion t)f the Sfanifh Monarchy ; 
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King WiUfaih was determined he fliould not keep 
it, and fer that Purpofe, formed the beft and, 
grcateft AlHance that, we read of in Hiftory ; but 
he did not live to fee the happy Effeds pf his 
Labours. His Succeflbr, Qiieen Ame^^ . went in 
with the Inclinations of her People, who had learnt 
to treat the Perfon and dread the Power of Louis 
Xiy. The old Gentleman ,was torne to Pieces, 
and no wonder he (hould, for he had all the potent , 
Princes of Europe upon his Back at once ; an une- 
qual Match you will fay, Pafjuin; but a Second Turn 
in the Cpuncils ofBrsrainbiings Louis Comfort and 
Relief, when he had lead Reafon to hope for 
either. 

The Enemies of Louis and Peace have imputed 
to Briti/h Corruption this happy Change in his Fa- 
vour ; but for my Part, I aicribe that great Event 
to folid Wifdom and untainted Patriotifm. Why 
might not the Britijb Carvers of the Peace c* 
Utrecht be allowed to think that the Prejudice they 
liad been inipired with againft Louis^ was uiyuft 
in itfelf, and difadvantagious in its Confequcn- 
ces; that it was high Time to put a ftop to the 
Effufion of Chriftian Blood, which had been pro-- 
fufelyand wantpnjy fpilt for abov^ twenty Years 
together, more to gratify the Paffions of Certain 
PerfonSf than from real Neceffity ? That they had 
been enriching othejr. Nations with the Spoils of 
the War aU the Tin^e they were impoverilhing 
their ovvn : That War and Conquefts were not tho 
Intercft nor Bufinefs of a People fubfifting by 
Trade and Induftry ; and that the late infipid 
Notions concerning BallanciHgy was deftruftive of 
the Woollen MantlfaSiures, the Springs of their 
National Wealth? I fay, Pz?/jr«/ji, the latter Mi- 
nifters of Queen Anne's Reign, feem to me to 
have afted jike Patriots, and Men of Senfe, for 
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iiaviDg extricated their Bleeding' Country from 
. Difficulties .and Calamities unnedd&rily^ brought 
tspon her : Nor could I et^er fkid, and'aedrbts of 
this kind feldom havfe efcfaped riief; that the firft 
Authors of the Peace xA Vtmht had been gained 
w tainted by the Gold of old iMh. 

I do agree, that Se^ffifefvmiou h^/ao fmall 
Share in the T!raii£i^ions of thofe Tiines : But 
thou knoweft, my good old Friend, that the Dd* 
fttinc of: Self-I&tereff and Prefervation had been . 
long, ^ it ftill is, more aifiduoufly ftudied and 
cilltivated by the Mni/^^ri of tb^t IflaAd, th^anaH 
<ithers<: Therefore, the moft that cah be expefted 
f5rom Brttip> Agents, is to blend a little the Puh^ 
UckH^al with Private Imereft, as was the Cafe 
in the Inftanoe now before us. But this very 
feldom happens. 

Uuis and Europe were bncfe again' at Peace; 
ibis Grand-child was left in f^ofl£ffidn of Spaih ai^d 
the Indies ; Sicily was beftoit'd on the Diike of 
SM&y^ a ufefal Member of the Gfand Alliance $ 
and the Remainder of the old Sfanijh Dominions 
were put into the Hands of the ^»y?r//i;i Fartiily;: 
One would think, Pafquin^ that all the Powers 
conGCrn*d in thefeTfanfeftions would have becii 
contented, and that general Peace and' Concord 
would have long continued* But the Deaths of 
iQueen Ame and £o»/VXIV. which followed upod 
the Heels of the Peace of Uitr£c/?r, were attended ' 
with new Mcafures, andquit&a diflferent Syfteni 
df Politicks, than had been hitherto generally 
pradifed in Europe. I fay, generally, becaufe 
France had, at all Tim^s, particularly fince the 
iAinifiTy oi Richlieu^ obfervcd and continued it 
with Succefs. 

A new Family fucceedcd to the Crown of JBri- 
taik, in Virtue ^f an Ad projedtcd by King 
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UTiUiam, who yfffimUing.tq jjexpetxmc lu^ owit^ 
Memory, aod the precious Ut^rty he ;had re&ued:, 
frpm th^pm'oi Tiyr^wy^ .^mongft .a, Pe<^le; 
tbi^c tia4 mplidtly fuppon^ed him in his fwQ^rr 
rite J^ev^s, witho^ much Enquiiy or :Exami&a-^ 
tion. The Puke of 0rie/^s, a XecoiKl RiMim^ 
h$d the ^r^J^^ Hehn int^rufted to his Caare du- 
ring the Minority of the pre£ei^t KiBg> who w9$ 
th^ifotro^ly fix Years old. The new JSritifi Mi- 
nifory, jvhp mreriB of ^ different Kidney froni thofc : 
tb^tihad ipimediately preceded them, ftruck cm 
a.ne^ Politipal Pat^ unknown to their N^iop ^ 
finoe th^ Reyolntiop. It is true; the Pretenfions. 
of tht^Dufce 0( QrfeMs to the Crowd of Fr^ncf,.. 
itt. Vir»|e . of the Treaty of Ikrecla, was a oo- 
lourahiecJ^ucuie lor their going out of the ofcl 
Road M 4pd had «h©y prudently kept ip View of - 
ity might have been fate; but b|y truflipgtoo far 
to French Friciidihip kv^iLSe^-J^ffui^^ they were . 
fedlybfwiWer'd. 

B^Mce had long praftifed with Succefs, a Gene* ^ 
ral NegoH4ii(m ; why might not, Britsin tj:y an Ex- i 
pQnimeocthM had throve fo well with her Neigh- • 
Ixaw. .? Xh^ Bi^f^ of France was her Friend by In* 
tereft and Inclination ; be' Would readily let her 
into aU the Myfteries of the Art, . and would ftand 
by and fuppoft her> Ihould ihe happen to make a 
falfe Step. \This, or much to this Purpole, was 
the Language of the J5m//I& Miniftry towards the 
Middle of the Year i?' 5- This Wife Refolution 
was no.fooner taken, but phe Regent, was courted . 
and carefled : He was taicen into the Bofoms of 
his vktvifufilsy let into their Schemes and Secrets, 
and had the chief Imend(Wy of all the Britifi> Air 
fairs put into his Sincere, unerring Hands. 

The CaBick Machiavaf, who knew he had to 
deal with a jealous unfteady People^ was willing to 
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give them Proofs <4 his Frktydthi^, iii order to 
confirm his' new /oundcd Authority orer them"; 
but he was too much id the Intereftof liiiCoun^ . 
try, to feed' them with any thing btft ^^i^/ei ^ 
(>9ttm, which he artfojly impoftd upon thefc neit- 
fafigled Politicians^ for fubftantitl Food. * ' 

About this time Rebellion and Difcontent reared 
their Heads in JK^/V^i>, and threatncd th* R^iin of 
the Foreign Family upon the Throne . The Aflift- > 
ance of Fmme was equally courted by the Prince 
and -his Rebellious! Subje&l 3 Here wa$ a' glorious ' 
C^p'oTtuitity for the Regent of perpetuating the * 
bjluence he had juft acquired. He improves it, '' 
and by conniving only at the Rebellion^ mtbouc 
giving it any open Support, permitted it to take' ; 
Root> and fixed himfelf^ in the good Graces cA the ' 
Court. The Britifi Miniftry eook « the Impar- 
tiality of the Reiem dn thisOccafiott, for an EfFeft 
of hisFmndfliip, when in Reality, it was that of 
his Prudence ; for he was wife enough to fet, that - 
Ihould he have aided the Rebels; according to his 
Inclination, he would ' have fooh had the whole > 
Force of the late Grand Alliance upon his^Counrry, ' 
grdanitt^ under thfe Preffure of a Minority, aikl " \ 
an exorbitant Natibnal-D^br; ' ' ' :> 

The Rebellion was cruihed more by Chance and 
. bifcord, thart by ValoUr or good Condpd of ei- 
ther Minifters or Commdnder^. The Regem £^vi ■ 
with Concern, the Peace of Britain reftp^ ; but 
without endangering the very Foundation of the - 
Monarchy under his Care, be^cduld not prevent • 
it. However, though his Neighbour was quiet at • 
Home, be was rcfolved flie (hould not be To Abroad. 
The Wars between Siveden and Afo/ciwjr futniifrcd 
him with an Opportunity of excrcifirig both his 
Power and his lalents. He infpires Britain V9\^ 
Jealoufies of the Hejoick King of 5a;e^//s Inten- 
tions 



tions in favour of the Competitar to Jicr Crown and 
her Prince, with a Defire df making a Purchafe 
contiguous to his Hereditary Dominions, .The 
artful Infinuations'wcrc greedily fwallowed, and 
foon after the Baltick was covered with the floating 
J^QTctoi Britain, The i*^//ycoW^.and Z)^«//^ Coafts 
were guarded againft the ImpotemVowex oiSwedeu^ 
whilft the Merchant Ships of Britain were un- 
guarded ahd e'xpofcd t6 the Depredations of Swe-' 
dijh CdrffAts, evcU yifM&htx Marit^ 
lorded it m that narrow Sea. But this was not 
the only Iriftancc of the Neglect of the Brltifi 
Admirals, or their, fuperior M— — rs, in regard^ 
to the Commerce of thfcir Country. 

The fortuitous, or contrived untimely Death of 
Charles XIl. gave a new turn to the Affairs of the 
North. Peter the Great, was now become more terrible 
to Britain than ever Charlfstiad been ; and the new 
King of Siveden, a German Prince, was to be main- 
tained andTupported, not only againft the Weight 
of the CoLar^a Power, but alfo agiinft the Machi- 
nations of the virtuous few that wiflied well to the 
lawful Heir to the Crown 6( Sweden. The Briiifi 
fleets appear a fecond time in the Baltick, and 
the Maritime Force of Rujjia is blocked up in her ^ 
Harbours, one would think, purpofely to oblige 
her to change her ancient Briti/b Clothiers for thofc 
of Pruffia. ' ' 

Thus fair Matters fucceeded to the Regent's 
Wi{h ; he found Means to keep his new PupHs in 
hot Water, in order to incrcalc their D^^f/ and 
leffen thtir'Trade, whilft he himfelf was ftudioufly 
employed in contriving Means for the Difcharge 
of his own, and the Improvement of Commerce. 
Now he begins to try another Experiment for the 
fame Purpofes. , 
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1 have toia thee^ Pf^qjii^^^ the prims in tim 
new Adminiilration, ffonged .^^^^ try tnelr Force a; 
a Conxihued N^gofiatim^^ Xhci.X^^a^. obfcrved thq 
CQiitaghn ferong lipon phfem, jand was for entring 
them fairly before they fliofulc} fee their Error; 
Foif this turpofe then^ did heifendover to tbeii^ 
i>u Bofs^ the fitteft Semnt for fuch ^^ l^after: ts, 
ever took Pmitmt by ftjninHand. But before 
he was fetour, he topk (;ifi;c to ingratiitfe himfclf 
more particularly, to. ffi^^ by ob- 

tiuiiing new t^avoUK^ them from his indulgent 
Mdfter. ' Tbrs mighty Scipir was i^^ the new 
Sluice of Mdrdike frpm 46 to 17 Foot, the Foun- 
dation dFt the wider Worlcs ftilUubM and the 
Haybpur'^ffill iri\SVtf«^ yi<o;-p-'^*G6ds, howcareifed^ 
how adored, was the Bparer 01 this precious JPr^;* 
feni I how tnumpiiant were tlh« Neg(^tiators at their 
S'ucccfs'in tlie yexj^/firft Etfay they made in the 
my fterious Art I To Negotiating then went Du Bois 
and the <fir/i^»x,till the I/i^^er negotiated themfclve^ 
* out of Breath, and fpjme of their beft Friends into 
a Cooineis towards them. . , 

The I5ute of Savoy had beep a foye Thorn ip . 
the Side of Fr/i»c€ during her Contentions with the 
Grand Ailiahce, therefore he was ^o be weaned> 
if poflible, from his Attachmeot, by forcing, the 
Exchange of Sardinia upon him for the fertile 
Ifland o£ Sicily. The Regent had two main Points 
in view when he projc^sd the Exchange, and en-' '^ 
gaged primtn to inuttupon it; for without her ' 
2ealous Concurrence with him^ the thing would be 
Impradicabie. The (ir& was, to alienate the Duke 
from hii old Friends by the moft.compulfive In- 
juftice : The other, to induce the Emperor to 
agree that a Road {hoiild be opened into Italy to a ^ 
Prince ^f the Houfe of Bourbon. Thus came the 
Eventual Succeflion of Don Carlos to Parma and 
' ' \ Tufcany 
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%fcai^ to be fettled and agreed to by the £inpd^ 
ror^ whofe Intereft it would have been to prevent 
it, if he had not accepted of Sicily as a fort dE 
Equivafeot^ to fave his Honoufr. For finding he 
was to be, forced into aConteffion^ he chofe to 
agree with a good Grace, rather then'proclaim his 
own Weaknefs, or the Perfidy of thoje he was un- 
willing to ^reak with. 

^ The Regem having gained thefe Points, perfuaded 
himielf he might draw his Pupils into any Meafures 
however abfu^d and inconMent with the Intereft 
of dieir Country. He was not miftaken, &r 
about this Time, he artfully infpired thd Court of 
Spoilt, fwayed by Fmoite and Priefify Ambition, to 
invade the Emperor's balian Dominions,- and as 
he had long projefted the Impoveriftmem of his new 
Ally, Britain was taught to committ thc^ moft un« 
heard^of Outrage on the Maritime Force oi^am^ 
that thi^ laft might be drove to a Neceffity (^ 
breaking through a Ch^n of Commerce that had 
fubfifted for Ages between the twoNations.'^This 
was a Mafter-ftroke, and had its full Effect; for 
although Britain benefited more by her Trade with 
Spain than with all the refl of Europe^ yet had (he^ 
by that one precipitate Blow, drawn upon herfelf 
the Hatred and Keientment of the whole Spamfi^ : 
Nation. 

l^ow again, the Regent trys the Weight of his 
Infiuence, and perfuades his Wards to attone for 
the Injury done to Spain. They, it is time, came 
into this Expedient^ which was to reftore Gihakar^ 
with fome Difficulty ; but the dilating Ally was 
not to be trifled with ; fo that to gratify him, a 
formal Promife of Refiimion was made.— I am apt 
to think the Promife was made with an Intention 
not to be kept, and that the Rggeut was no Stranger 
to the Plfficulcies that would attend the Perform-* 
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ancc of It ; but he was willing to creite a Claimi 
tbmt (hould be attended <fvith much Perpleiitity,^ ex- 
travagant Expence, and lofs of Trade* 

Thefe Broils occafioned a new Scene pf Nego-*. 
tiatton, in wbiph Britain thought to retrieve her 
iKKftakcs ; but fhe had already put herfelf too far 
into the Power of Ftrance. In the midft of this 
Negotiating Chain, the Regent died faddenly ; but 
h^ hiad chalked out his Political Plan fo clearly, and 
laid fo good a Foundation, that his Succeffors in 
the French Cabinet, had little die to do, but to 
fiecr by the Lights he bad. fixed with much Art aod 
Labour. He had bred DiiTention between moft of 
the1^fembers oi the old Grand ABiance ; be had 
almofl: dcftroycd all the Purpbfes of the Treaty of 
Vtrtcht ; he had opened a Gap fox the inroad of hi » 
Haufe into baly I he had eafed his own Country of , 
her Debts and Taxes,' wbilft Jie negotiated^ his. 
' JV!?i^/7^o»r into a Continuance, and even an Increafe 
of h^rs 5 and he nouriffied up t^hc GommeTce df 
France^ tyhiift he influenced a nciw Ally toftarvc 
her Trade to Deaths 

The Unthinking would have it, that the Duke 
of Orleans ajft^d in Confequence of the Title he 
had to the Crown, in virtue of King PA/iij^*s Re-* 
nunciarion ,• but believe it from me, Pafquin, that 
wife Prince had never entertained a ferious 
Thought of the Crown, ffc was too well acquaint- 
,ed with the Genius of the French , to imagine that 
they would be wrought upon, or forced to alter 
the Lawful Co^rfe oitht Staceffim. But it was 
for his Purpofe to perfuade his neighbouring Atly^ 
that he intended to aflcrt the R^ht (he had pro- 
cured for him, in order to Lure her into thofe 
Mcafures that (hould, oifc day, raife tis Ambi- 
tious Houfe beyond the reach of Envy and the 
Power of her Enemies.*^ The Emperor ^ the Duke 
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df iSawy^ ahd die Dmch^ iaw into liJs firlft^ ati4 
kindly "Wittid Britain of thci Shelves (he was craf- 
tHy influenced to fteer upon : But friendly Ad- 
vice had noEffeft upon a People that would not^ 
or cGoild not fee the Danger. • Nay^ fb arrogantly 
tdlful were they, or fo blind, that they could noif 
be prevailed upon to alter thdr Meafures, even 
«ftcr the Death of that Prince, whofe Title, fii-» 
volous as it was, had given ^fome Colour to theit^ 
Condu& for (even Years before. 

An Alteration in the Cpnduft of Britain wai 
noijtr look'd upoii as ineyitable, by all thofe that 
had mourned for her during the lofluence of ttie 
Duke of Orkans ; but they were miftaken, for the 
new Sritijh Mimfler ivas fiot to be perfuaded to 
fwerve froni the Maxims of his Predeceflbr, un- 
willing, I will fuppofe^ to difoblige, the only 
Court in Europe able to fu[:^rt .faim, in cafe of 

Neccflity and Dif grace. 'jThe M rs of Brt^ 

nun, my good old Friend, have been fam'dj at 
all TimeSj^ fpr prudently difldqguifhing betwe^ 
Private and Publick hterefi,^ and have feldom 
bcca kqown to facrifice the Firft to the Latter. 

The G>urt of Prance went on in the Path that 
had been traced out by the late Regent^ and that 
of Britain permitted herfelf to be ftill led on ad 
fKe had .been. The Trade of Negotiation went 
on, till by Treaty rfter Treaty, ajid by Slight af-*- 
ter flight, thic En^eror and Spain threw therii^i-: 
felves into each others Arms, without the Privity 
of Britain at leaft ; however, the T|*anfaftion 
might have been no fecret to France^ u^hofe fole 
View was, ^om the very Beginning, to creatd 
Diffidence and Jealoufy between Britain and that 
Naturrf Ally. 

This fudden, unforefeen Union between Sfain 

and the Emferor, ^wbich fliould have afforded 
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Bfitain the greateft Pleafure^ as it would have 
been a Means of difvinicing the Houfe of JBoiir^ 
bofiy was feen in quite a different Light by the 
Britifh Solomons. They were taught by their 
artful Tutors^ to believe that their Religion^ their 
Liberties, and their Commerce were now expofed 
to moft imminent Danger, and that there were 
Secret Auicles in the "New Treaty, which ftruck 
dire&ly at the very Foundation of their Govern- > 

ment and Conftitutidn. They, the Britifi Sage$, 
iWallow the Bait j they take the Alarm, and move j 

Heaven and Earth to guard againft the imaginary j 

Evih and be revenged of the Contrading Parties. 

In vain did the Emperor juftify his Innocence ; 
all his Allegations were looked upon as fo many 
Falfliood and Snares : HisMinifters were baniflied^ i 

his Fortre/Jes were threatened ; the Ships of hi§ 
Subje&s were fpoiled, and in ihort, he was to be 
brought down at leaft, if Dot quite ruined and un- 
hinged. Forthefe Purpofes was the memorable 
Treaty of Hanover projeftcd ; for thefe Purpofes 
*lfo were three formidable Arm(M% fent out to 
the Nmhy South ^ and Weft^ befidcs. a feong ^ 

Squadron kept at home, to guard the Goaft. But 
even all thofc Precautions were not thought fuffi- 
, cient to prevent the Defigns of the Emperor^ who^ 
by the by, was not Mafter of one (ingle Ship of 
Fwct\ a numerous Land Force was raifed, to 
guard the J?r/>i)lJCoaftfrom a Defcent from O^vfii. 

fafq. I very well remember, Marfmoy the Eclat 
of the jBnVfjJ Armaments in the Year 1726 j but 
till now, I did not underftand that they had been 
folely direded againft Spain . and the Emperor. I 
thought all the Princes of Europe had been leagued 
againft Britain^ and that fiifc had been at that time 
making her dernier £/or/ for the Prefervation of 
her Liberty.

Marf. I will tell thee, Pafquiny after France bad 
led her into an Expence of near 30 Millions qf 
Crowns, in which, to be furc, the Britifi M— r 
found his Account ; after (he had fiifiered at 
leaft as much more by Depredations and other Ob« 
firudions to her Commerce,* and after the Emperor 
had been eflftdually cooled in his Friendfhip for 
her; I fay after all thefe things had been brought 
about, Firance vouchfafcd to undeceive her, by 
informing her, that there were never any fuch 
frightful Secret Articles in Being, as (he had ima- 
gined without any real Ground or Foundation.— 
Thus, Pafquin, went out in Smoak, a^ Fire which 
threatened the Repofe of all Europe : The Flames 
did not reach farther than J5m/iiXherfelf, who in« 
deed was not quite burnt in them, tho' her Wings 
were moft miferably (inged, which was all France 
had in View, when (he laid theTrain, and put the 
Match \mo her frightened Neighbour's Hand. 

Britain was now fenfible of her Error, but thou 
flialt find prefentir flie was not become one whic 
the wifer ; for after all this expenfive Buftle, Ihc 
was a fecond time induced by her favorite ^ey^ to 
knock under to ^ain. The Spaniards^ thou 
knoweft P/2/f t^i/i^ are a tenacious haughty People; 
N^hey were not contented with bare Remorie, they 
muft have fubftantial Proofs of the Repentance 
and proffered Friendfliip of their late Enemy. 
Britain was taught to oblige them in their own un« 
couth Way, and on their own T^rms. 

A Treaty, which will be as famous in after 
Ages as it is at prefent, was concluded at Seville^ 
between Spain and Britain in 172P, by which the 
Eventual Suoceffion ciDon Carlos was afcdrtabed 
li new^ and guarantied ; and that the fickje i?* 
D 3 Ibottld 
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ihottld not agaiQ feize one of the Contra&ing 
Parties^ it was ftipulated^ that the Infant Prince^ 
fiiould be immediately trtofponed to his new Po- 
minlons, by Part of that formidable Armado^ whieh 
had lately threatened the Deflruftion of his native 
Country. It is truc^ the Royal Stripling took an- 
other Road v> baiy^ whether out of Diflruft or 
dtherwife it matters *not ; but his Troops and 
' Equipage were convoyed by the new allied Triwiw. 
Thou perhaf^S) mayft think» Pafquin^ that Britain 
who was to ri^p no other Advantage from this laft 
Ttremy, than bare Reconciliation, had done as much 
as could be weU expefted from her ; but thou muft 
IcnoW) that FrancehviA taught her younger Branch 
nevertobe (atisfied.Thusinftruded thcn,5j^/«/»infifts 
ft new on the Performance of former Promifes, toid 
however ihduftrioufly the great Secret has been 
hitherto preferv^d, I will tell thee, that by a 
fecret Jrtick in this very SeviUi Treaty, C * 

I am fatisfied, this-folemn Stipulation was not 
in^tehded to be performed, any more than lefs bin- 
ding Engagement's had been feven Years before ; 
not that I imagine the Britijh Mim&er would he- 
sitate one Moment to purchafe folid Peace, during 
his own Influence, at this or any other Expence ; 
but bccaufe I do not think he will Vedttkre to ex- 
afjpierate his Fellow Subje&s more than they aro 
already. If they had tamely acqUiefced in one 
of his late ProjiEis^ which I am apt to believe was 
thrown out purpofely to fee how much they would 
bear, I am of Opinion, he would have brought 
the Jecrti Article to light Icwig before this time ; but 
as he mifcarricd in that, I cannot think he will ven- 
tuxeon thi$'4 though?! can teli him, without the 
Giftnf Pitjpheiyj th^t his Gountiy^ wiU hever be 
«t reft^' till Ihc has J{epth?r. Faith more religioufly 
• - • 'i tb8» 
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than fome of her Neighbours fay flie has 
for the Time paft. But as I Ihall haVe Oco 
in ray next Conference with you, Pafquin, to 
fider this Matter more particularly, I fhall foV 
prefcnt take my Leave of thee, for Aurora alrcr 
difplays her Charms^.

\ Handj'Work: But they weremoftly cutoff, or out 

of Power before the fatal Day of Reckoning 

I came. . The Direftion of Affairs fell into the 

Hands of Men of a different Complexion, who 
like their Predeccffors indeed, faw not an Inch 
into Futurity ; but who, very unlike thofe, afted 
upon Self-preferving, Self-intcrefted Principles^ 

\ without a Mixture of one Grain of cither Ho- 

y^ nour or Honefty. I am inclined to believe that 

the firft aftcd upon a Principle they thought juft 
and necef&ry j tho^ Numbers differed from them 
in Slentimtnt : But I cannot' perfuade myfelf to 
have the like charitable Opinion of their Succef^ 
fcrs^ who had infallible Experience for their Guide. 
I (hall now, Pafjuin^ proceed in my intended 
Difcuffion of the true Springs that fet the late 
War in Motion, upon a Prefumption that what 
I had now faid 'has folved thy Scruples, concern- 
ing the firft Part of .my laft Difcourfe. 

In vain, Pafquin, have the Partifans of France 
endeavoured to deceive the Worldi by imputing 
the late War, and all its mifchievouis pperacions, 
to the OppoAtion given to Stamftaus*s Elefiion 
to the CTovfn o{ Poland : They might, indeed^ 
think to impofe on the Credulous and tjnskilful, 
but could never hope to fucceed with the Wife 
and Obferving. The EleAion of Poland^ it is 
true, gave a Colour for blowing up a Mtne^ 
whi(^ Frrtwehad^ been bufy inlaying for a Se*- 
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ries of Ye^rs : Bilt if that fortuituoos Rrdra^d 
hdd not been put into her Hand, ihe Woufd 
have feized upon any other as foon as the Mea- 
fure of her great DeJI^ns was foil. All fyrof^, 
thofe alone excepted^ who were neareft concern- 
ed in the Confequepces of her, Ambitioni were 
fenfible of the Intentions^ of Praxfce, and faif , 
with Concern, the daily Increafe qi her Infiuence 
over thofe that (ho|iikl be a Check upon her In« 
folence. But> what ^Advantage could the Pene- 
trating hope for from the Superiority of their 
.Difcernment, when ihi^ Deluded \9tx grown in 
Love with their Chains^ aad Deaf to all friendly 
Expoftulation ? . 

I will not dire&ly charge France with Views to 
Univerfal Monarchy, t|iough (he was thought by 
feveral judicious Perfbns^ to iquint that Way 
ever fince the Days oi Henry IV, But I am 
folly perfuaded ihe has been inclined, for more 
than a Century, as foe ftill is, to make the Rhiue^ 
from its Source to its Dificharge into the Maes^ 
tht Barrier of her Empire ; and I will add^ that 
.foe never has had fo good a Chaxice for the Com- 
pletion of her Views as at this very Time. This 
will appear more probable to thee, piy Friend, 
than perhaps it does at prefent, after I foall 
have gone, through my Obtervations on the pre- 
fumptiye Confequences of the Peace now on the 
Anvil- 

France had at all Times^ fet her Heart upon the 
Gonqueft of the Netherlands, and had gone more 
than once very near accomplifoing her Defigp; 
,But as the united Wealth o£ Britain and HoSand 
chad been a ponftant Check upon her, foe was de- 
termined to lay hold of all Opportunities for fever- 
ing thofe Powers, and for dammipg up the Comr 
.m^rcial Channels, that rendered them rich and 
?'..i formidable. 
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fermidable. ^e had made many bold Pufties to 
this Eod ; but never had a favourable Openitig 
till the Regency of the late Duke of Orleans. 

That great Genius faw himfelf carrefled by a new 
Set of Minifters in Britain^ as had been already ob* 
£f rved, who gave Implicitely to his Views^ without 
ftti&ly examining into the genuine Motives of his 
Aftions^ im^ining, I will fuppofe, that his own 
perfonal Intereft, was abftraded from that of his 
Country, and that he would embark it on the 
\ iame Bottom, which carried that of their Royal 

Mafter. The artful Prince, fenfible of the Ad-^ 
vantage Fortune had thrown in his Way, care- 
fully improved it, till he had drained them of their 
j Weakhy loaded them with frefh Burthens^ ftopt up 

i the current of their InduftYj^ and renderea them 

i * jealous of their warmeft Friends. Jealoufy natu- 

[ , rally begets Jealoufy, as Friendfbip begets Friend- 

^ Ihip, and fo it happened here ; For as the Britons 

I became jealous of their old Allies without Caufe^ 

thefe laft' became cool and indifferent towards 
them. 
, The Dutch were fomewhat more cautious, and 

^ » referved towards that inchanting Prince ; but not 

fo guarded, but that he fouud means tofowthe 
Seed of Difcord sbetween them and the Emferar, 
their natural Alley, Firft, he had infpired them 
t^ith Apprehenfions, that he intended to reftore 
the Commerce qf the Auftrian Netherlands^and that 
for that Purpofe he would ftrip them of their 
Barrier^ and attempt opening the Navigation df 
the Scheld. They were alfo taught to believe, that 
the Eafl India Commerce from Oflendy was pw> 
pofely Authorized to pave the Way for the £»- 
feroY\ other more dangerous and extenfive Defigns 
upon tiiem, 
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The Regent did not confine his Schemes to the 
Maritime Powers alone, but jpraftifed, and with 
Succefs, oh fcveral Princes in Germany. The King 
©f Pruffta was bouyed up, on one Hand, with 
Hopes of Succeeding to certain Getman Domi- 
nions, which on the other, the Eleftor Palatine's 
Heir was taught to exped ; and both wdre wrought 
into an Indifference towards the Emperor, as he 
was reprefented to be a fecfet Enemy to both. 
The Notoriety of the fuccefsful Praftices of 
France, at the Court of Munick, makes it unne- 
ccflary to confider that Point minutely. And it 
is now no Secret, that (he had acquired the fame 
'Afcendant over the Court of Z>if/i^^ which in all 
Likelihood would have continued to this Day, 
if the Cjc^iir^ had not found Means tbdeftroy it 
by the more fubftantial Otler of the Crown of 
Poland. The King of Sardtnia was fuccefsfully 
tampered with in his turn ,• but as the Refentment 
of this Prince has been already accounted for, in 
my Obfervations on Du Sois*s Negotiations at 
London, \ni6i6, I ihall proceed, without farther 
Aitimadverfion in this Place, on his particular 
Cafe. 

Thou wilt remVmber, Pafquin, that antecedent 
to moft of the Machinations of France^ the Regent 
had artfully opened his Road intoltaly, by fecuring^ 
as far as Pen and Ink would go, the Eventual 
Succ^on of Don Carlos, to three of the faireft 
Provinces in Italy. Can any one'think the Duke of 
Orleans provided this ReVerfion purely out of Re- 
gard or Compliment to the Queen of Spain ? Far 
'^m it, my good Pafquin, he had other Views, 
befides that of gratifying Female Ambition, and 
tbey were partly thefe : Firft to create a Mifun- 
derftanding between the Maritime Powers and the 
Emperor, who was, in a Manner, bullied by himinto 

' r his 
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his Approbation of chtt great Tranfk&ion; Second 
Iy> ^ P^ve his own Way to the Kingdoms oiNor 
fles and Sicily, which he thought much more eafily * 
acquired than that of France, with all her G)b-w^ 
Renunciations ; and, Laftly^ that this creaifed Tide 
for a Prince of his Houfe, which he forefair 
would be difputed by the Emfer^r, might give a 
Colour for the War he meditated to wske upon 
^ liim, as foon as he had broi]^ht his Schemes to Per- 

fc&ion. 

• I do not know^ Pafquin, whether or no thou 
baft ever heard before^ of the late Regem^s Defigns 
upon Naples for his own Family; but the Matter, 
is now no Secret in Prance, nor was it any to the 
: Imperial Courts even whllft that Prince livedo and 

# had he exified to this time, you would have feea 

him King of the tvjo Sicilies, at the fame Timethac 
C6ar/ifj would have been Monarch of Lomiardy. 
This was his Scheme, and he would have executed 
it^ had his great Life been prolonged. 

Thou muft not wonders my Friend, that the 
Duke of Orleaas had cloathed himfelf with the 
i . Lamh*s Skin, and appeared fond of pruning the 

Olive Tree all the time of his Aminiftration ; it was 
his own private Intereft^ it was that of bis King 
and Country, to wear the Appearance of Peace 
and Concord ; without that Mask be could not

It muft be admitted^ indeed, that (he laid 
out her Treafure very freely in the Norths before 
the Eleftion ; but was it not abfolutely neceflfary 
(he (hould do fo,, in* order tofecure an Eleftion, 
which muft give a Colour to that JB/aw flie intended 
to give ?

1 am extremely obliged to thee, MarfnriOj 
for the Trouble thou haft taken to gratify my 
Curio(ity, in relation to the late War ; But the' 
thou haft given me intire Satis£a&ion as to the 
Origin of the late Confufions^ and have convinced 
me, that they had beep concerted long before 
the Death of Auguftus II. yet I cannot fey, that 
thou haft been equally clear as to the Reafon that 
had induced moft of the great Powers of Europe^ 
to look on, whilft France and her v*?/^ were /i^- 
rying the forlorn Emperor, both pn the Rhine and 
in Italy. Thou haft incjeed let* me into thofe Ma- 
chinations of Frwcf, that had lulled her moft dan- 
gerous Neighbours into a Political Lithargyy whilft 
fte was laying the Mine ,• but I would be informed 
by what Means (he was able to c/^^r;» them after 
her Defigns became obvious and notorious.

ill State of Hcaldi (he was reduced to, from the 
bungling Pnfcriftims of her own i^nskilful, cor- 
rupt, native Phfficians^ 

It was* the Intereft, without doubt^ of this 
Kingdom ^o fuccour the£fflr/^or, in Maintenance 
of the Ballance of Power; arid! will believe alfo, 
it was the' Inclination of moft of her Inhabitants. 
The Emperor calls upon her ; iie puts her in 
xnitwl of their former FriendOiip, he rcfrefties 
her Memory, as to her Engagements and lies 
treaties ; and above all, he (hews her, as if in a 
Mirror, the Dangers that muft attend her Neu^ 
tralhy. But the good, the wife Prince, cdled 
upon her in vain* ; his Expoftulations had no 
Eflfeft, rior his "Threats neither ,• for thou muft 
know^ Pafquin, he fairly threatened, ^benhe 
found all otKef Means fail him; and, to tell 
thee a Secret perhaps tbou doeft tiot know oi 
that Kingdom, there are very few Things ftic 
may not be tullied into, though one would not ' 
think her cowardly by her Ahed os: Mien. 
France, and the prefcnt Queen oi Spain, have of'^ 
ten in their Turns, expofed her Foible teethe 
World: Nay, a far lets formidable Power than 
cither of thefe ; that is P* » * ' *d, put her into 
dreadiul Agonies, npt many Years ago, by only 
holding up his Cane at her. 

But then will you fay, Pafquini this once 
mighty Kingdom could not be fo esdiai^ed, but 
that fhe might, on fuch Jun Emergency as this 
was, endeavour tp make fome Efibrt in behalf of 
a Natural Ally, embanked for his Love of Pub- 
lick Liberty. Itistrue) herCondition was much 
altered for tb^ worfe; but ihe certainly had fiHt 
fuch a Remain of Strei^h left as might have 
afiforded greats Comfort to' the Emperor^ if ih*

[ ticular, but to the far greater Part of Europe. 

p The political Bark in this Kingdom, under 

our prefent Confidcratfon, had been fteered for 
many Years before the Breaking out of the late 

> , War, by a native Pilots little skilled in the Theory 
either of ancient or modern Navigation. He had 
/brae Knowledge of the Coafts of his own Coun^ 
try, ^nd could work the Veflels well enough out 

\ f of one Port or Creek into another,- but as he 

I ,was no Artifty he did not much care for long* 

, Voyages, becaufe he had like to be Shipwrecked 
as often asJie ventured on the Ocean. Befidcs, as 
he had a very warm, fnug Poft of it, he was not 
willing to be turned out, as he certainly would, if. 
once a foreign Voyage came to be refqived upon. 

I ThisOfficer was noFavourite with the Captain ; but 

as he was a ufefiil Servant, could help him tp 
make up the Ships AccountSy and raife Money to pay 
Waiesy and defray other Expences ; he had very 
much the Ear^ though probably, not the Confi- 
dence of the Comrkander. He had however, on 
this Occafioa Intereft enough with a Slie Favmte 
'of the. Captain's, to perfuade him that as the

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were no Wiles, no Stratagems he did not ufc to 
divert the Captain from venturing to Sea, in or- 
der to refcue his Friend out of the Hands of 
the Common pnemy. 

The diftre(Ted Ally, unable to obtain effeftual 
Succour, intreated that a few * Shallops only 
might be fent to cover fmall Maritime Trafts of 
Land, which one of the Captain's Predecejfors^ had 
Jielp'd to concjuer for him : But ei'eh this fmall 
Rcqueft was refufed him. The Pilot was inex- 
prable; he vvas deaf to all Jntreatyj and th^rf 
was no engaging the Commander by any other 
fntereft. 

Thou muft know, my old Friend^ that this 
fame Pilot fpoke no Language but his Mother- 
Tongue, and therefore tranlafted all his Foreign 
'Affairs by Interpreters. The diftreffed All^ thin)c- 
jng to ingratiate himfelf into the Pilots Favour, 
fent him a Fellovi- Native of his own, a chatter^ 
ing Priefly that he had preferred in compliment 
fo the Captain's F/^/Z/tfr, to reafon with him in 
that only Language he undprftood. But^ alas, 
this Jgent had no better Succefs with the Self- 
interefted Pilots than all the foreign ones who 
went before him. All Reafon, but that of Self- 
Security^ was loft upon a Man determined to fee 
nor hear any thing that did not immediately 
iquare with his own Private Intcreft. 

As I ftiall have Occafion prefently, Paftmifty 
,to make more honourable Mention qf the arorcT- 
faid little dignified Priefi^ I defire thou wilt re- 
member what is fpoke of him in this Inftance. 
^Ve (hall find him bufy in a diflfercnt Scene be- 
fore long, which may chance make our State-^ 
pilot wj(h he had heard him with better Man»- 
ners, and more Patience. For, thou art to know, 
my Friend, that he treated the Port Ecclejiafiick 

very 
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very fcurvily ; ajnd thou artfenfible how ftomach- 
ful and revengeful that fort of Gentry are, when 
. difgufted.*— But to return to the Thread of my 
Subjeft: 

, The Emperor was left to fcift for himfelf ^the 
beft he could ,• the People in the World he had 
moft Reafon to expefi: Friendihip from; the 
People his Family had (ignally ferved in their 
^ pretended Difirefsy abandon him, and give him 

lip a Prey to the Hereditary Enemy of his Houfe, 
' and of the Liberties of Europe. - The Diftrefled 
Prince flies to fkUand for Aid ; but he fares no 
better than he did elfewhere. 

It is true, the Dutch had more to fay for 
themfelves, than thtir Neighhutsi they refufed 
I ^ with a better Grace, and gave more pregnant 

Reafons for their Condud^ than Qthers had^donc, 
or were able to do. They made warm Pfofcffi- 
cns of their Willingnefs to affift their Ally, but 
pleaded Inability, and founded their Infufiiciency 
on the miftaken Conduft of thesir Neighbours for 
a Series of Years, before the War was broke 
6at. They produced a long Catalogue of Grie- 
■• ^ vances brought upon them by the ill concerted 

' Meafures of th$fe who were neareft interefted in 

their Welfare and Safety, and made it evidently 
appear, that the Continuance of their Taxes-y the 
Increafe of thfeir JDffe/, the Decreafe of their 
Irade^ and their domeftick DiflraBionsy were 
folely owing to thofe who would now make a 
Merit of engaging them in the War, though 
nothing was truer than that they themfehesy nc-? 
ver intended to ftrike a Blow. . , 

The Dutch admitted they were nearly intcre-*' 
ftfcd in the Safety of the Emperor; but on the 
other hand, they reprefented to him the ill Con- 
fequences that muil attend a Rupture with a

Eotest Neighbour, grown for^pidabl^ from the 
Corruption^ or ipiftafcen' Pvlicy of cerc^iq Minifiefs

They alledged further, i^ rii?ir Jufti$catipn, the

may be urged againft therp, wawiUjcxjwjih? their, 
Condu(3: in another Light, thau that ibc^ir Chiffs^ 
thought proper to put it. . 

The Dutch, however artfully they bad bc^ea 
embittered againft France^ tQwar$ls. the ^d of thft 
laft Century, as had. beieji obfery§d iii ^o;:hei; 
Place, have never been Enen\ie$ of the ^^"^^ 
Nation i on the contrary, they were, as. they ftil^ 
are, better difpofed towards that Peopte, thap, 
any other in Eutofft.

/fpj, <;v€D 4uring bcr Wars with France, cpter- 
taincd not thofe Jcalpufie* of th»t Crown which: 
the Commonalty were infpircd with ^ and they

Vnuch rather have them for Allies, than Subjeftsr 
^his Notion, which is far from being chimerical^ 
has /contributed to wear off the Remains of that 
Prejudice to Prance, which the partifans pf the 
Houfe of Orange had endeavoured to eremite.

Qr all the Calamities they feel ,• and that they • 
might have engroffed moft of the Trade of* the 
World to.themfelves> if they hgd carefully cnlti-. ' 
yated that Harmony with France (he was inclined 
to on her Side, ever finoe the Exiftence of the 
Commonwealth. In Ihort, they fe^m to be.cure^ 
af their Prejudice to that Crown ; ^and to thini{ 
tHait, the Safety and Welf^^c pf t(ie Cpmmunity 
depend more pn Induftry, Cocomfrfe, apd a fijH

cnce they had acquired. Wars^ naturally create 
Publiclc Burthens aiid Uneafinefs, and as natu- 
ral] v open a Gate to that fort of Power, the 
Military^ which would leflcn, if not totally dif- 
folve, that Influence now fubfifting. The Power 
bf a Stadtholder eclipfes all fubordinate Influence, 
and the Confequences of a War could not well 
fail of paving the prefent Prince of Orange's tvay 
to that high Station, efpecially when fupported 
by the powerful Alliance he had acquired by his 
Marriage. 

France was skilful enough to improve the Ad- 
vantages which the afojefaid Alliance threw in her 
way.; andjeft no Stone unturned toincreafe the; 

Sublick Jealoufy of a Houfe that had conftantly 
ood in her way to unlimitted Power* She fuc- 
ccedcd with the far greater Part of the Commo- 
nalty, and Private Intereji and Lufi of Power, ope- 
rated cfFeftually on the Chiefs. 

Thus, Pajquin^ have I endeavoured to fatisfy 
thy Curiodty as to the Origin of the late War, 
dnd as to the Impidements that had withheld the 
Emperor's natural Allies, from fuccouring him in 
his Diftrefs. I wifti I may have faid any thing 
ta give thee that Satlsfaftion you feemed to wi(h 
for. At our next Interview I (hall confider the 
Means . by which an End was put to the War, 
the Conditions on which Peace has been reftored, 
and the Confequences . naturally arifing from fo 
unforefeen a Change in the Syftcm of European 
Politicks.

He did not queftion the good 
Intentions of the Principals in this Second Media* 
tiott; but the Under -4^^»^x were by no Meaiis to 
bis Imperial Gouft. 

Soon after this fecond Mediation was fet a-^foot^ 
the Battle of Parma was fought with equal Bra-^ 
very,, but not with equal Succefs. The Emper-* 
or's Circumftances required more fubftantjal Aid 
than bare Medktioii- It was about this Time be 
fent the little Mitered Englijhman, pientioned in 
my laft Difcourfe, to Britain, in order to engage 
her to media:te with Sword in hand. The Britifk 
Monarch acquiefced. in his Reafons, and feeraed 
determined to give his diftrefled ABy Proofs of. 
his Friendfliip : But his Council was of another 
Opinion, and the brave Prince was perfuaded to 
ad the Mediator qnly againft his own private 
Opinion. 

The Dignitary feeipg fimple Expoftulationtobo 
of no Effejft with the Mimfter, thought to quicken 
his Pace by the Spur of Jealoufy. To this End 
then, he cabals with the Minifiers Pfurfonal ,£pe-:( 
mies ; the Secret was foon dlfcovered, as he de* 
(igned it ihould be i but his Craft had ^uite ano- 
ther Con fequence than be propofed. The Mi^ 
nifier^ it i« true, was alarmed^ bUc not in- tbo 
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le^ft moved from his Pacifick Refolution. The 
EdgQ of his Refencment was turned againft the 
caballing jigem ; he treated him with Harftmefs 
and Cruelty, and employed all his Weight to 
have him recalled and discarded. The Emperor, 
though fatisfied of the Ability and Integrity of his 
Emimry, complied with the Requeft of a Man 
he had ftill fome Hopes of gaining to his Intereft. 
But, alas, he might as well hope to move Mount 
jEtna, as to alter a Man determined upon Self- 
Prefer vation. 

Xhe Prelate was returned to Vienna^ and gave 
his Mafter a. faithful Account of the Sfjate of the 
lHation. he had been fent to. Thou may be fure, 
Pafquin, he painted the -Br/V/^ Mini fter in Colours 
not much to his. Ad vantage, though probably he 
drew him to the Life. 

The Emperor now grown tired of an unequal 
War, and out of Humour with all thofe that had 
abandoned him , began to entertain ferious 
Thoughts of Accommodation, but was at a Lofs 
how tp propofe it to an haughty Enemy,, who 
would not failr of improving his Condeicention 
to his Difad vantage. . The little Prelate obferving 
the. Bent of his Matter's Ipclinations, begged 
Leave, xo try his Skill at cooking up the Pacifick 
Ragdufi. \ His Imperial Mafter, willing to be ac 
Eafe. and out of all Hopes as to the Succefs of 
the Mediation ^n Fopt,. condefcends to gratify 
the Ambition of his trufty Servapt. ^ < 

It muft be oivned^ the Emperor coullj not have 
made Choice of a fitter Agent for the intricate 
Jobb he had to manage : He was bred in Part's^ 
was Mafter lof the French Language^ and perfedly 
skilled in all the Grimace, ShruggSy and Double- 
bealing of the French Court : He was intimately 
acquainted with Numbers of the F?m* Nobility, 
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' *^4 wa^ in tfht Gorifidence of the mdft ihtrigamg 
Members amdngft the Erehchjehits : HK Bad a 
Patron of g^eatf Infli^ncc at the Gortrt of Romi^ 
Hthd had a Perfona^ Acqu'^ititarice with Gardrnal 
AWerQHi Gtict thc'Yeaf 17,12, whom all tTie World 
thought to hare had the Gonfidehce of the Q^eeh ' 
Af Spain. Thiis fuperlativcly qualified t^as the 

•B^poi NH e^ whert he was permitted by 

Wite 5hiper6T to cxcrcife his Talents in the weighty 
Bufmefs of Peace. 

His firft Care was to give his Mafter a Relifli 
for the firft PAi« 6flFered By the Court 6f Rnme^ 
dild to rejcft all tt^at (hould conifc from another 
Qudrter : He found no Difficulty to gain' upon 
fiim afr to the Latter, but had a good "deal to 
lender the firft paik table in the Grofs, tllo*fomc 
Parts of it went down with Pleafure, 

Iptrctive, Pafquin, dry Impatience to Iriiow 
Ae >fattire bf^this fitft'Pfa», arid tlw^refcfrefiiafi 
Ratify tHee wTtfi'' a fuiiimary DfeTcripfion df it^ 
bi^fore I prbc^ed further. As^ for the fecond 
Sketch, of ii Plaitj it has b^cti long find*' made . 
piibfick to th^e,' and all the World befiafci 
. Thef ^i-efent jpiwf//, and moft of his pious Pre- 
ddceflbrsj had obferved with deep Concern, that 
the very Entity oF the Rrformtiivn, and the Growth 
of it^ Ha^' beeti owing to the.ambitious Jealoufies 
of the Houfcis of Aufiria andS^ion: Tfiev had 
<s5&rved atfoi that moft of the National m-on^i 
that had been' committed fof* the h^ Century, 
Had been owirig to the Diffentions of thofe two 
jJbwerful Families ; and they were not i^orah^ 
tfei: moft, or all the Calamities of ^aro^e^ hitA bee* 
bccafioned by the miftaken Politicks of the CoUr^i 
of Fi^khdand Paris. It was often attempted b^ 
^cfe Spiritual Fathers, to remove a Prejudice 
ikat had been produftive of fo grea:t NQfchiefsi. 
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but fomechiiig always ftood in their Way to ohi- 
^ru&. the glorious Work. The Impedimenta, for 
tlie moft part,, were founded on general Ambi- 
tion and Luft of Power in the very Princes them- 
felves, but fometimes on the particular Ambition 
of thtii Mn0ers, who found their Account in 
the Calamities pf the Publick. 

The Holy Father, ever fince his Elevation, had 
afliduoufly turned his Thoughts towards bringing 
about an JJaioti fo defirable in itfelf, and fo nece^ 
fary for the Eafe and Increafe of the Faithful. He 
found a Difpofition in each Party, provided cerf- 
tain ConceiCons could l>e obtained ; but as the re- 
ciprocal Demands of the Parties were out of all 
Meafure, the good Father defpaired of reducing 
them to Rc^fon, till fome great Change (hould 
happen ;n the Circumftances of one of the Parties. 
tie imagined the breaking out of the late War, 
had happily wrought that Change he fo ardently 
lyiflied for, and therefore redoubled his Solicita- 
tions as foon asJHoftilities were begun. The Emr 
peror, who, before the War, had been moft e?^- 
travagant in his Demands, was now become more 
plyant ; but France, on the Contrary, was become ' 
lefs fo, whilft Ihe conceived any Hopes of fecuring 
a Footing in Pohnd. However, as the taking of 
Dant7.kkii^i, a little cooled her, the pious Media* 
tor was not without Hopes of fucceeding in ifome 
reafonable Tin^e, when the Interpofition of the 
Maritime Poj^fn broke iji upon all his Mcafures, 
as had been mentioned before- 

I fhall not enter here into every minute Parti*-^ 
fcular of the Pofitrf^s Plan, imagining it will fa- 
tisfy thy prefent Curiofity, Pafjuin^ to have it 
in the. General; let it thenfuffice tbee^ toknoiy^ 
it afcertained the Property of «ach Party in fo* 
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equitable ^p4 judicjqus a Manner, ^s to Jgav^ 
no Room 'fof 'future Conteft dr Inerpacl\menf. 
it was not founded on thp Rights of antjjjht Titlp 
i>r prefent Poffeffion, but rather op rcai Convc- 
niency, and folid Advantage. For Inftance, Th^ 
^mperor vviiS to be made fenfibly, that his Poflef- 
.fion of the i^etheriands wbs of no real Benefit tcj 
him, and that it would pntail perpetjial Expence 
oh his Heirs ; that as thofe Provinces were of 
far greater Advantage to the fecret Mnemies of 
his Houfe, and JFaith, than the3j were'tohimfelf, 
or could be hereafter to hif Family , it would bc^ 
for his Intereft to accept of a reafoiiablelEquivaient 
in Lieu of them ; that hij true Intereft ihould in-» 
duce him, to think rather of inlarging himfelf in 
another Qiiarter, then fet his Heart upon preferv- 
ing the Pofleflion of diftant Territories, whiclv 
would prove nn eternal Bone of Contention be-r 
tween his Family and the only Powepn the Worldl 
able to difturb and diftrefs it. - . ' 

As for the Family ofL<?r/w>, which the Emftror, 
had all along deftibcd' to ^dopt on his Ipailurc of 
Iflfne Male, the Plan provided fuch' a reafonabi? 
Equivalent for their antient Inheritance, which, 
ifiad been for a^ove an Age dependent on the; 
tourtefy of Fr/?«c^, that there was no poubt, they 
would accept of it with Alacrjty. , ' 

T'hen, as iorJ'aly^ it\vastobi?fo equitable di- 
vided, that each Plirty, concerned in the Divifion, 
miift have found irh\s J^ntere^^i to quit all bl^* 
Pretenfions, and adhere ^nvipfab^y to rfic Term$ 
of the. new Partition, ror Inftance, The DutV 
C\\\t$o{Parma^ Placemia^ aV^d Tufcany, as.they lay 
contiguous to the MHanefe anct Mantuanymvi^ havQ' 
been ' thought, by the Emperor and his Family, 
jnore valuable thah Naples and Srq/^, efpecially 
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whm tke Territory of Gema was to be tnoexed 
to them, oo certain very eafy Conditions. 

In order to compleat the Dominions of the 

Imperial HouiS; in hufy^ the Dutchies of Madna 

and Rfgh were to be ejcchanged for an E^niva* 

' lent that could not fail of the Approbation of 

the Princes of the Houie of EfiJ. And that no* 

thing (hottid be omitted, in order to render the 

Scheme palatable, the P^uiff Was willing to al- 

. low the Empmr foifae Conveniences, on the Side 

of the FerrareM^ for a moderate Equivalent nearer 

Rome. The feparate Intereft oiFemce and Savoj^ 

were to be fettled on Terms agreeable to both. 

The Diftributions in the Nmnh were by this Plan 
sketched out with equal Zeal, Judgtnent, and Im<^ 
partiality ; and as its Bafis was chiefly religious^ 
the Crown of p4>laMd was to be made Hereditary 
in the Houfe of Saxwji^ lately become Orthodox^ 
The Reftoration of &aiufiaus^s Paternal Eftate,. 
and the Co^aeffions already mentioned, to be made 
to JFr^Jif^, were thought fufficient to fiitisfy that 
Prince ibr the Lofs of the PoUJb Crown ; and 
as he had no Heirs but the (^een oi France, 
the Reverlion of his Patrimony was to defcend 
to a Grand Daughter, matched with the Prince 
of Saxmf. 

The En^or was to find his Account in this 
jDifpofition ; for in Confideration of the Polifi 
Crown, Auffifiui and his Confort were not only 
to renounce to the Succeflfiion of Auftria^ but 
likewife make a Ccffion of certain Diftrifts in Po-. 
tand^ and in Vfptr Saxom^ contiguous to Slefia 
and Bohema. 

There were alfo fome Articles, concerning the 
Houfe of Bavaria, and Palatine, and fome other 
QttlmUd Prtnces in Germany, which tended to the 
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Safety ^nd Satisfa£liph of dll the Parties hitiej^eftei 
\n thp Performance of them. 

Portugal was cfFeftually fecured;.jby this Plat^ 
from the fbperior Power of S^in^ and tHis laff 
wa!5 not only to be made eafy* with /relation to 
any Diflike flic could .have tb ' the nc^w Divi- 
Eon of Italy, but lik'ewife, was to have been af- 
hfted towards procuring intirc Satisfaftioii niaretf 
Home. ' * ' . - / • v.- . . 

] Upon the whole, thi$ pious Plan was fo cal-i 
ciliated, that it could not fall, if- it bad ijeefw 
agreed to by the Courts of FienMSitid Paris, of 
^nfwcring the Ends propofed, whidh were the 
intire Safety and Sarisfa£Ubn of all the principal 
CathoUck Powers of Europe, the Redrefs of the 
Injured, the Abblrfhment of Hefefy and Error^^ 
and the Rcft'oratiori of primitive Religion; 
throughout Chriftendom. It » would be the I»- 
tereft of the confederated CathoUck Powers, to fit 
down contented with pach other, and turn their 
common Force againft the fecret and avowed 
Enemies oi their Faith. *Iht Empiror might then 
vyith Safety turn his Arms againft the Turk; and- 
conquer pew Kealms of far greater Convenience 
and Advantage to his Family, than thofe fmaii 
Diftrids he was to oblige France with; and this 
vhe might hare done wifhout 'Pfcad oi that 
<!irown, whole' Ihtereft it wouWbd, to affift him, 
and gtiard his Rear, whilft he Ihould be mak- 
ing' new AcqufiJcion^ that could not affeft her; 
' The Veuetians,' ix)d the King of thfe 5/r//fe(' might 
at the fame Time enlarge rbeir Dominions on 
tjie other Side the. Adriatnk Gulf, whi*ft Spain 
extended her Conquefts ^on the Continent of 
Africk.

Count ZinzJpdoff, was of Angular Ufe to him 

on this Qccafion ; for. as this great Minifter bad 

been an old faithful Servant, gnd underftood- 

perfe&ly well, the Intereft of his Auguft Family^ 

the fmrfa'or gave great Attention to what he of* 

fcred in Juftification of the Plan. 

— He laid before him with uncommon Clearne(s» 

the Injuries his Illuftrious Houfe had received^, 

from her Pxejiidice to France^ and her Friend-. 

ihip to thofe P^xjuers that had abandoned himjn^ 

^eD^y.of his greateft Piftrcis. He put. hinx> 
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ipMiiAd, that Finance had aiwayi^ gained li|y:?liMt 
Pufhes his Family h^d made upon her^ and tliae 
the Irnown Enemies of his Fatti had aisquited 
Strength along with her, as his own wa^ impar<^ 
cd. He befeeched him to confider how triviat 
the Revenues of the ffethirland^ were, if com** 
pared with the Expeiice and Perplexity tliat at^ 
tended the PdiTefiioii of then). How much more 
advantagious that; Country was to certain Pwiirs^ 
that had effentially difo|>Iiged hitii, than to him^^ 
fclf ; and that, asthofe Provinces had beenh^re** 
tofbfe, £> would they, for the Time to come^ 
be the Means of Eternal Quarrels between his 
Pamily and that of France. He further inforced 
xkns Part of his Argument, by (hewing his jA.tt- 
guft Mafter, that SpaiH bad been enfeebled by 
her fondnefe for thp Netherlands ^ and that even 
fcis own Difappointment, as t^ the Sfumifi Mo* 
narchy, was chiefly owing to the Views which 
France had, of annexing thofe Pro\^inces to her 
other Dominions.
